INTRODUCTION 


The Black Panther Party was the only Unk in the United States'to the New World 
Liberation Front. “Was” Beenuse at dne time us credentials were almost entirely based upon 
action. and it dealt in the highest level of resolving Black people's oppresion here in 
Bubylon: Armed Struggle.

lecal help in the ccurts, beaten-up, vamped upon by hundreds of SS troops (specially trained 
SWAT Squads similar to Hitler’s Storm Troopers), tied, chzined and gassed in courtrooms, 
beaten severely and many times murdered in P.O.. camps (prisons), infiltrated by the 
oppressor's house nizner spies, lynched, and handed tokens (e.g., a few dollars, training 
Proges, pussit COMMIESIONS, Ctc.,) run by the cppressor’s cwn house nigner--who would 
guarantec to keep the “fool nicgers and hippics” quiet and pacified. From these end many 
other experiences, we heve learned and taught the pecple, the uselessness of Amerikkkan 
politics in serving the interests end needs of ell the people. As long as there remains, in the 
heads of the fascists, the icza that there is no profit in serving the necds of ell the people, 
there will be no real concessions.

struggle of the Ruk guerrillas in the Phislipines against the fascist regime, when th 
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revolutionary warriors were nearing the apex of their success, the fascist military 
government in much dascerution, employed an ex-cucrrilla named Ramon Magsaysay, 
Wagseyszy, bring well versed end trained in the strategy ano tactics of guerrilla warfare, lost 
no timo in training the pigs to the art of Guerrilla war. He expanded the technique used by 
the fiscists on him and offered tie gucrrillas “comple:e force or complete fellowship’. To 
those who surrendered, he çave le.d and tools. Upon completion of his initizl 
Coenicrcuereints comprica, he wes almon inimediztaly p:omoted to the rank of general. 
‘The cunning, crafi:ness and manipulations of Magsaysay marked the beginning of the 
liquidation of the Huk Gucrrillzs. 

Macscism is taught extensively in the war colleces of the enti-revolutionary camp. 
IiMagsaism, based on the finazling (use of deception or trickery) of guerrilla tactics to work in 
the interest of counter-revolution, hat en widely adopted and employed AGAINST the 
Black Panther Party.

(theory end practice), identica! in nature but different in thougt. It’s like positive ang 
negitive clostricityn. The Ncxivility of the new cucrrilla is the key to our success in 
Babylon, and thus ultimately the success of all the people cf the world, for the guerrilla o; 
Amerikkka is in the heart of the monster. From this location he can stub the monster in its 
vital organs. 

Let's deal with both parts ef the makeup of a querrilla, one integral part at a time. First 
his pragmatic hati-the word pragmatic comes fron the Philosophy of pragmaticism which 
means to test all concepis by thir practico of practical resu!ts. In our situstion Nregmatisin 
is interwoven sith the science of diziestical mrierislism put forth by iMarx.

The 
refusal to support 
Geronimo made it morc 
difficult for him to elude 
thepigs and ultimately led 
to his capture. The crticie 
also steted that Geronimo 


sent money to his relatives 
at Christmos time; this was 


impossible beccuse he was 
in jail long before and long 
afterCarisimas both in 1969 
and 1970. There were many 
other inconsistencies in the 
article.
